Kansas City Cattle and Hogs. 


Special to the B ryan haute. 
K anas C ity, Mo., Nov. 27, 1905.— 
Quarantine cattle receipts last week 
were 140 cars, against 55 ears same 
week last year. 
A fow fed steers 
were included nearly every day, top 
$3.65on Monday, top fed cows $2.75, 
top grass steers $3.OO, and top grass 
cows $2.55 
The supply today is lib­ 
eral at 1200 cattle, m arket steady on 
steers, strong to IO higher on cows, 
calves steady, today’s prices averag­ 
ing IO to 20 cents above those of last 
Monday. 
Grass cows sold at $2.00 
today, and a big string of Texas 
cows, from Llano, at $2.87)£, canners 
at $1.90, a big bunch of 206 calves 
at $3 35. 
In the native yards fed 
steers have been selling exceptional­ 
ly strong lately, and buyers have 
displayed great anxiety when the 
supply ran a little short. 
Total cat­ 
tle receipts have been unprecedented 
for the last four mouths, aud tile 
outgo to tile countryjlias only been 
normal, alm ost the entire surplus 
goiug into the hands of the packers. 
Tills would 
imply 
an enormous 
demand for dressed m eats, and por­ 
tends strong prices later on for tile 
cattle raisers, if not for the feeders 
thin year. 
Tile hog m arket fluctuated narrow­ 
ly last week, dosing without any 
net change. 
Receipts were 60,000 
for the week, supply today 6O00,

mals have never succeeded in estab­ 
lishing in this country a cemetery as 
elaborate as those in several European 
capitals. 
The largest aud most beautiful ani­ 
mal cemetery is La Necropole Zoolo- 
fiquo, in Paris, or, rather, in tile suburb 
of Asnleres. 
Here a large plot of 
ground Is laid out for the interment of 
dogs aud other animals, and here are 
erected monuments in every way as 
handsome as those over the graves of 
human beings in other cities of tho 
dead.

For 
$2.50 u grave is leased for three years, 
and this fee includes the services of a 
dog undertaker, uniformed aud mount* 
ed on a tricycle. For $100 a grave may 
be leased in perpetuity, and between 
these extremes may tie found prices to 
suit all purposes. The cemetery occupies 
an entire island in Hic Seine, and, 
apart from the rental of graves, the 
company owning tile property makes 
u handsome profit out of the sale of 
admission tickets lo visitors.

T he rough-riding raid of the Snakes 
had been very successful, for at Mud­ 
dy Creek they had captured H enry 
H e p p n er’s entire train of pack mules, 
and th a t energetic pioneer had to fort 
up in the rocks, and after escaping 
with his scalp and 
reaching 
T h e 
Dalles, had to begin business all over 
again. 
“Boots and sad dles!” soon sounded 


at Camp Watson. 
Such news alw ays 
brought that stirring call. 
T hanksgiving thoughts 
w ere 
laid 
aside; they would have to keep for 
another year. 
Capt. Boutell#** troop 
ers 
were quickly 
mounted. 
T heir 
trailer was Donald 
McKay, 
whose 
grandfather was John Jacob A stor’s 
partner, and his grandm other a prin­ 
cess of Concomly’s Chinook tribe.

w arriors remained in it died defiant. 
T he cam p was a medley of willow- 
pole wickiups and tule-m atting wind­ 
breaks shaped like the m odern hats 
worn by women. 
W hen the soldiers 
got full possession they ra th e r ignored 
the scatterin g shots th at came from 
the ravines, for they would rath er hive 
the bees th a t were left th an kfll them.

when a bullet from McKay's carbine 
ended his career. 
This baby boy was 
afterw ard raised by a ploueer cattle­ 
man named Altnow, and becam e the 
most expert vaquero on the great Pine 
Creek Range. 
After a twenty m inute parley the 
hostiles were given their choice of 
exterm ination or surrender, and final­ 
ly chose the latter. 
Sulkily they cam e 
into camp, w hat was left of them , 
thirty w arriors with guns, while as 
m any more lay dead and dying around 
the camp. 
Dead soldiers were there, 
too, six of them, and ten wounded. 
Strapping fellows in the very flower 
of youth, laid low on that T hanksgiv­ 
ing morning, a sad sacrifice to the 
cruel w ar waged In the winning of 
the West. 
A sorry-looking camp it was, but 
there was m eat in it, for the Indians 
had killed and dried most of Henry 
H eppner's mules, and they had several 
sacks of dried crickets and cow se and 
camas, and a little flout stolen at A n­ 
telope. 
And this was all they h ad A 'i 
ofter tho guests who had intrudeffon, 
them. 
w 
But where Indians can live. so ld iers^ 
can exist, aud the late Thanksgiving 
breakfast was nearly over when— 
“Gobble! Gobble! Gobble!" 
Those were the words which cam e 
from the adjoining sage brush, anA 
quickly ('apt. W aters had surrounded 
the sound and brought in a big gobbler 
that the Indians had staked out. 
One 
of his tail feathers, painted 
white, 
caused him to he recognized as a for­ 
m er resident of the Clarno 
ranch, 
which nestled under the shadows of 
the high Cold (’amp country. T he boy 
Frank Clarno had painted the feather, 
and soldiers passing there had no­ 
ticed it.

T hat turkey furnished a fease! tor 
those forty troopers th at Thankagiv 
ing morning. 
T here were no cran 
berries, but a sage hen was Inserted 
into his interior for flavoring, and he 
was browned on the embers, and there 
was a taste for several and a whiff of 
the fragrance for all.
